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Strictly No No 

He was a ballroom dancer and one of the stars of 
Strictly Come Dancing, she was a British-born 
actress with North African parents. He said that 
she “looked like a “Paki”, she looked on aghast. 
He apologised and Laila Rouass accepted. Is the 
argument over Anton Du Beke’s use of the word 
“Paki” a storm in a tea-cup? Should we, in the 
words of the show’s host Bruce Forsyth, just get 
a sense of humour? 

The answer is no. The dancer made a comment 
and later apologised, but this and the reaction to 
the whole affair raises more serious questions 
about the growing anti-Muslim sentiments in 
this country. 

Last month I became embroiled in the row 
after I told the Daily Mirror that I thought 
his comments were unacceptable. It quickly 
became national news, with even Bruce Forsyth 
joining the fray. 

Some compared the use of the word “Paki” 
with the Welsh being called “Taffy” or even 
people from Newcastle “Geordies”. Even Bruce 
Forsyth compared it to a British person being 
called a “limey” by Americans. 

Well, I’m afraid, it is quite different. 
Bruce Forsyth is 81 years old. He must surely 
remember that the phrase “Jew Boy” was widely 
used, not as a polite or friendly greeting for a 
Jewish person, but as a derogatory slur laced 
with unpleasant connotations. While one could 
argue that it is an accurate description of a 
young Jewish man, this was rarely the meaning 
behind its common use. It was loaded and 
derogatory, and “Paki” is no different. 

Muslims are increasingly targeted in British 
society. Islamophobia is growing and _ the 
boundaries of its acceptability are shifting. “Paki” is 
offensive and racist — let us not pretend otherwise. 


Through the keyhole 

This issue sees a special investigation into the 
heart of the BNP. We highlight the organisa- 
tional set-up, the secret locations and the people 
running the fascist party. We expose how the 
running of the party has been outsourced to a 
rabid Loyalist anti-abortionist in Belfast and we 
reveal that this man is receiving European Union 
money for peace and reconciliation.

Many of the revelations and exposés we 
have read in the newspapers over the past few 
weeks have originated from Searchlight. 
Forty-seven years after Searchlight was first

he posting on the internet of a 


British National Party 
membership list two days before 
the BNP  leader’s prized 


appearance on Question Time was a 
huge embarrassment to the fascist party. 
After the BNP lost an earlier list of 
members and contacts last year, the 
party promised to put security measures 
in place to ensure such a thing could 
never happen again. It was only because 
of this promise that the BNP managed 
to stem a walkout of members 
concerned about losing their jobs and 
friends because of the revelation of their 
racist adherence. 

Searchlight can now reveal that the 
“security measures” consisted of 
handing over the files to Jim Dowson, a 
hardline anti-abortion activist with a 
string of criminal convictions, who runs 
the party’s “secret” administrative lair in 
Northern Ireland. 

In what has become known 
as the BNP’s Belfast bunker, an 
office on an industrial estate in 
Dundonald, Dowson’s private company, 
Adlorries.com, employs staff recruited 
through employment agencies, to 
handle BNP members’ personal 
information. Staff are not security 
vetted, though East Europeans 
and Asians applying for work at the 
call centre are automatically rejected, 
in contravention of employment 
legislation. 

Staff, one of whom is the wife of a 
police officer working at Castlereagh 
police station, do not even have to sign a 
confidentiality clause. Yet one of their 
roles was to persuade up to 3,000 lapsed 
members that their personal 
information and membership details 
would now be kept securely and 
encrypted in the secretive call centre. 

Dowson has told the police that a 
former staff member leaked the 
membership data after leaving her job 
taking a laptop computer in lieu of 
£2,000 that she claimed she was owed 
in unpaid wages. 

One of the employment agencies that 
supplied staff to Adlorries was Office 
Angels. The firm would only speak to 
Searchlight through a PR company but 
confirmed that it had supplied staff to 
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the call centre. A statement from Office 
Angels said it had terminated the 
contractual arrangement once it learned 
that Adlorries was a “third party 
supplier to the BNP”. It added: “We do 
not discriminate against a person's race, 
age or sex. It is totally against Office 
Angels’ values to do this, not to mention 
against the law.” 

The BNP claimed that Northern 
Ireland was a “safe haven” away from the 
strong opposition the party faces on 
mainland Britain. Since spring this year 
the BNP has carried out almost all its 
telephone fundraising and recruitment 
activities from the Dundonald office 
and another in nearby Ballyhackamore. 
Staff solicit donations and send out 
information packs all over the UK for a 
wage of 46 an hour plus commission 
based on the amount they raise. 

Since the move to Northern Ireland 
the party has been trying desperately to 
plug a succession of embarrassing leaks 
to the Irish press identifying key 
personnel in the Irish operation and 
exposing the gradual and almost forced 
takeover of the BNP by a man who 
claimed publicly to have “stepped down” 
from fundraising for the party, but who 
still has his hand very firmly on the 
BNP’s purse strings. 
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Gradually, since Dowson first became 
involved with the BNP in late 2007, he 
has taken over more and more of the 
party’s operations and drawn the BNP 
further into his web of business, 
campaigning and charity interests. 

Until the membership list leak, BNP 
members were receiving an average of 
three telephone calls a month from the 
call centre, soliciting donations and 
encouraging people to renew their 
membership early or upgrade to the life 
or gold membership schemes. 

Legal action by the Equalities and 
Human Rights Commission has forced 
the BNP to suspend recruiting 
members while it makes changes to its 
constitution. Instead, Dowson is now 
desperately trying to revive the near 
moribund Trafalgar Club, members of 
which contribute at least £15 a month 
in exchange for an annual dinner with 
speech by Nick Griffin, the party leader, 
usually in a smart country hotel, on the 
Saturday nearest to Trafalgar Day, 
21 October. 

Dowson has also put his staff onto 
increasing subscriptions to the party 
periodical Voice of Freedom as well as

Who's who in the Belfast bunker 


JENNIFER MATTHYS (née Griffin) 

Newly married, Jennifer and her husband Angus moved to the village of 
Comber, where a number of the BNP’s key Northern Ireland personnel 
already live. Until recently a checkout assistant at her local Co-op, the BNP 
leader’s daughter (pictured with father) is supposedly entrusted with 
keeping a close eye on the activities of the Dowsons. A new car was thrown 
into the bargain to sweeten the move away from her long-time love 
interest Mark Collett, the controversial designer of BNP leaflets and newly 
appointed editor of the party's newspaper Voice of Freedom. It is Jennifer 
who has stopped James Dowson Jr getting his hands on the Young BNP 
after a battle of wills between them. 


JAMES DOWSON JR 

Until Jennifer Griffin's arrival, James Jr, 
Dowson's eldest son, was cock of the 
north around the village of Comber and 
in the BNP call centre from where he ran 
his plumbing firm, Ultraplumb.com Ltd, 
set up with his father’s financial help. 
Dowson Jr, 21, is a senior member of the 
Goldsprings flute band, a favourite of 
Protestants who want to “kick” the Pope. 
His planned rise in the BNP has been 
curbed since Ms Griffin came on the 
scene. His father is alleged to have 
bought him a Russian bride who upped 
and left not long after arriving in the 
Dowson home. 


MARION THOMAS 

Unknown until now, Marion Thomas has emerged as the key link person to 
the Dowson empire. Thomas, Dowson’s sister-in-law, is the administrator of 
Dowson’s various business and campaign interests and signs various 
documents on Dowson’s behalf. Her husband, Alex Thomas, is a business 
partner of Dowson and chair of Solas NI, the victim support group linked to 
Dowson. Allegedly no great fan of Dowson, Marion allegedly keeps a record 
of all the business transactions that go on in Dowson’ offices. 


JOHN THOMPSON 

Dowson’s long-time accountant, Thompson was taken on last April to sort 
out the BNP’s books and records after a succession of changes in the BNP’s 
treasury department, which had been widely accused of incompetence at 
the time of the winter 2007-08 rebellion in the BNP. Although the BNP 
described him as a “professional chartered accountant” he appears to have 
been unequal to the task and the BNP’s 2008 accountants, due with the 
Electoral Commission by 7 July 2009, are still missing. Since the election of 
the BNP’s two MEPs, Thompson has taken on the role of “paying agent” for 
the MEPs’ staff on the European Parliament payroll. 


making begging phone calls for 
donations to fight the EHRC’s case 
against the BNP. In reality the funds are 
being raised to pay the EHRC’s costs, 
which are likely to be awarded against 
the BNP, after Griffin gave up the 
hopeless battle. 

All these calls are made from the 
same telephone lines that the Dowson 
family use for their charity, anti- 
abortion work and the plumbing 
business run by James Dowson Jr. 
In overall charge of answering and 
dispatching calls to the correct part of 
the set-up is Marion Thomas, , 
Dowson's sister-in-law. 

Marion Thomas is mar- 
ried to Alex Thomas, 
who acts as chair of 
Solas, a Northern 
Ireland charity, which 
he runs together 
with Dowson. 
Solas NI is a 
victim support 
group set up in 
2003 to help 
bereaved and 
injured victims 


of the Northern Ireland Troubles. It says 
its aim is “to ensure that those most 
affected by the Troubles have recourse to 
a non-political and non-sectarian 
organisation which caters specifically for 
their needs”. 

Solas operates from the same address 
and uses the same telephone number as 
another Dowson organisation, the 
Christian Youth Fellowship. 

When Searchlight telephoned the 
number it was answered by a 
woman with a Scottish 
accent who gave her name 
as Marion. We then asked 
to speak to Jim [Dowson] 
and she proceeded to 
connect us. 

Searchlight has 
discovered that up to 
March 2007 Solas 
received £111,479 
of funding under a

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European Union programme for peace 
and reconciliation. The money, part of a 
£6.8 million allocation for projects in 
Northern Ireland in 2006-07, came via 
Proteus, an intermediate funding body. 

Announcing the grants, Pat 
Donnelly, chief executive of Proteus, 
said: “There is real evidence that 
projects funded by PEACE II [the EU 
programme] have contributed to a 
significant change in mindset and 
created the necessary preconditions for 
genuine cooperation and improvements 
to take place”. 

Dowson’s past record and current 
involvement with the racist BNP, 
which only seeks to divide communi- 
ties, shows that cooperation is the last 
thing on his mind. 

As well as controlling income coming 
in through the call centre, Dowson has 
placed his own accountant John 
Thompson to look after the BNP’s 
books. Thompson, who is based in 
Comber, also looks after the accounts 
for Alex Thomas and Dowson’s 
anti-abortion campaign, the UK 
LifeLeague. 

Last April, Griffin announced that

STROUD: The large grey stone house on a Stroud industrial estate is not the sort of place one might expect the BNP 
to occupy. Jim Dowson’s company Adlorries.com Ltd leased three rooms at Unit 13, Salmon Springs Trading Estate, 
Painswick Road, Stroud for three years, paying £5,000 a year in rent to the owner, D J Melsome Ltd. They were to be 
used as a training centre for the BNP run by Michaela Mackenzie, but have remained empty after the party sacked her 
from her posts as administration officer and national nominating officer. Like many in the BNP it appears she clashed 
with Dowson, but came off second best. Unfortunately for 


Dowson, the lease has no cancellation clause. 


NUNEATON: Alwyn Deacon, the BNP’s West Midlands regional 
organiser, leases Unit 3 Slingsby Close, Attleborough Fields 
Industrial Estate, Nuneaton from Nuneaton and Bedworth 
council, where the BNP has one councillor following the 
resignation of a second last month. Deacon is also the BNP’s 
enquiries secretary and national dispatch manager, a job he 


carries out at the unit. 


Like the unit the BNP secretly occupied on a Deeside industrial 
estate last year, until the landlords evicted the party following a 
Searchlight exposé, the Nuneaton premises also houses 
Excalibur, the BNP’s merchandising operation. Since May 
Excalibur has been run privately by Arthur Kemp, the BNP’s 
foreign affairs spokesman, under an annually renewable 
licence from the party. Excalibur’s range of tatty cringe-making 
and overpriced goods include golliwogs, Replica Victoria 
Crosses, condemned by the Ministry of Defence as an insult to 
British troops’ heroism, Enoch Powell t-shirts and copies of 


Kemp's own dismal books. 


The Nuneaton unit also houses a call centre with 20 phone 
lines, where BNP staff try to solicit as much money as possible in 
donations and merchandise sales from past Excalibur customers, 
party members, and anyone else unfortunate enough to be on 


their phone number list.

the “current and anticipated growth” of 
the BNP had _ necessitated the 
formation of a “full Treasury 
Department” headed by a professional 
chartered accountant”, whom he did 
not name. Thompsons main 
achievement in that role appears to be 
the failure to produce the party’s 2008 
accounts on time, incurring a fine of at 
least £1,000 under electoral legislation. 

Thompson was supposed to work 
under the oversight of the BNP’s 
treasurer. At the time of his 
appointment this was one of the many 
party positions held by Simon Darby, 
the deputy leader. Thompson is believed 
to have clashed a number of times with 
Darby over the payment of bills, in 
particular to Romac Press Ltd in east 
Belfast, which now does the party’s 
printing, including the endless begging 
letters the party sends out to an esoteric 
mailing list. 

It appears that Romac Press, which 
also prints for Dowson’s other 
operations, is being lined up to print 
Voice of Freedom. Senior party members 
on the mainland are said to be resisting 
the move, but Dowson hopes this may 
placate the owners who still have a large 
bill to be settled. 

Senior BNP officers on the mainland 
have also voiced concern over the 
apparent independence of the Irish 
operation. They include Simon 
Bennett, the BNP’s webmaster, Eddy 
Butler, the national organiser, Martin 
Wingfield, the Communications and 
Campaigns Officer for the two BNP 
MEPs, and even Darby. Bennett is 
especially aggrieved because Dowson is 
earning commission on the money he 
raises for the party. Bennett was offered 
commission on donations raised 
through the BNP website but the party 
appears to have reneged on the promise. 

Searchlight can reveal that it was 
Griffin’s sole decision to give Dowson 
free rein to run major BNP 
administrative functions. Perhaps it was 
to pacify them that the BNP announced 
in June the appointment of Emma 
Colgate as the party’s administration 
officer in place of “consultant Jim 
Dowson’, though in fact Dowson’s role 
has not changed. 

Dowson’s remit is not limited to 
Northern Ireland, however. During the 
European election campaign the BNP 
announced proudly that it had acquired 
a number of office premises to house its 
growing operations, but kept the 
locations secret. 

Searchlight has discovered that early 
this year the party leased three rooms 
in a smart building on the Salmon 


Springs Trading Estate in Stroud 
Gloucestershire for “training” at a cost 
of £5,000 per year. However it was 
not the BNP’s name on the tenancy but 
that of Adlorries.com. The three-year 
lease was a waste of the BNP’s money. 
Except for one meeting, at which 
the party sacked Michaela Mackenzie 
from her positions as administration 
officer and national nominating officer, 
the offices have remained unused 
and unfurnished. 

It is different in Nuneaton, where the 
former pub landlord Alwyn Deacon is 
fronting the BNP’s merchandising 
operation, Excalibur, complete with a 
mini call centre with 20 phone lines, in 
a property leased in his own name from 
the local Conservative council in 
Slingsby Close on the Attleborough 
Fields Industrial Estate. Deacon and his 
wife follow a series of fundraising 
guidelines set down by Dowson, under 
which former customers of Excalibur as 
well as all other party members and 
even members of the UK Independence 
Party are bombarded with phone calls 
and special offers. 

How the BNP will afford these new 
premises is unclear. Any attempt to hide 
the costs in the party's expenses claims 
for the new MEPs would of course 
be fraudulent. 

Partly to meet the concerns of 
members of the Party's national 
advisory council about Dowson’s power 
in the party, Griffin’s daughter Jennifer 
and her new husband Angus Matthys 
moved into a flat in Comber last month 
to begin work at the Dundonald call 
centre. Ms Griffin, a former leader of 
the Young BNP, once manned the tills 
at the same Co-op store where her 
father was briefly employed. Now she is 
allegedly forging her father’s signature 
on the photograph of the revered leader 
that gold party members receive as 
thanks for their generosity. 

Since moving to Northern Ireland, 
Jennifer is believed to have concurred 
with Arthur Kemp, the South African 
former apartheid intelligence agent who 
now edits the BNP website, that despite 
his father’s wishes, Dowson’s eldest son, 
James, could not be publicly anointed 
as the head of the BNP’s youth wing. 
The decision has apparently caused 
resentment in the Dowson family as the 
Griffin and Dowson heirs vie for 
supremacy in the call centre. 

However, this has not stopped Mr 
and Mrs Matthys joining Dowson Jr as 
members of the Goldsprings “kick the 
Pope” marching and flute band, a clear 
sign that despite the BNP’s 
protestations to Anglo-Irish members

on the mainland, a strict evangelical, 
racist and sectarian policy still runs 
through the very core of the BNP. 

Another of Dowson’ religious cohorts 
unpopular with senior members on the 
mainland is Zak McAdam. An IT 
specialist who has clashed with the 
BNP’s webmaster Simon Bennett on a 
number of occasions, McAdam recently 
made a name for himself with a one-man 
campaign against lesbians and computer 
games. A number of holders of party 
laptops were furious to discover that they 
could not access pornography after 
McAdam blocked access to some of the 
party employees’ favourite porn sites. 

Although the latest BNP membership 
list leak has been overshadowed by 
Griffin's Question Time appearance, 
limiting the damage in terms of bad 
publicity, advisory council members are 
angry and are blaming Dowson for the 
embarrassing loss of data that were 
supposedly kept encrypted. 

Wingfield, whose wife Tina used to be 
the party’s membership secretary, was the 
first to comment shortly before midnight 
on the eve of the anticipated leak. 
Wingfield blogged: “I know the leak 
certainly didn’t come from our end here.” 

Days after Griffin's disastrous 
performance on Question Time and the 
membership list loss, Jennifer and 
Angus Matthys attended this year’s 
Trafalgar Club dinner alongside 
Dowson at a smart country house hotel 
near Ross-on-Wye. The tension 
between senior BNP officers and 
Dowson, and the animosity between 
Griffins daughter and Dowson Jr, 
cannot have made for a congenial 
evening. ~=

From rags to riches

TEN YEARS AGO Jim Dowson was a 
down-at-heel anti-abortion campaigner 
and hardline Protestant, who had 
marched with a loyalist band that played 
songs in praise of the convicted loyalist 
murderer Michael Stone. 

His luck changed when he formed an 
alliance with Justin Barrett, a far-right 
Catholic lawyer and leader of the 
notorious Irish anti-abortion group 
Youth Defence, which had previously 
stormed buildings in Dublin in their 
crusade against a woman's right to 
choose. In 2000 Barrett had attended a 
rally of the German nazi National 
Democratic Party, where he met 
Roberto Fiore, the Italian fascist friend 
and mentor of Nick Griffin, the BNP 
leader. The trip was arranged by Derek 
Holland, one of Griffin's old colleagues 
from the days of the National Front 
Political Soldiers. 

Barrett attracted attention as the lead 
spokesperson of the successful Irish 
campaign against the Nice Treaty 
in 2001 and money started to flow 
from far-right anti-abortionists in the 
United States. 

In 1999 Dowson had formed 
Precious Life Scotland and it was 


through cooperation between his group 
and Youth Defence that he met Barrett. 
The link proved beneficial when Barrett 
pitched £50,000 into

organisation to pay for the production 
of anti-abortion CDs and video tapes to 
be distributed to schools and churches 
in Northern Ireland and Scotland. 

Dowson was a_ “rent-a-cause” 
extremist who had been kicked out of 
the Orange Order. He has a list of 
criminal convictions including breach 
of the peace in 1986, possession of 
a weapon and breach of the peace in 
1991 and criminal damage in 1992. 
Although a Protestant, he was happy to 
sell thousands of photographs of the 
Pope at inflated prices to Catholics in 
the Irish Republic. 

Barrett faded from the public arena 
after the Nice Treaty vote was rerun and 
went the other way. His political demise 
was hastened after the publication of his 
book The National Way Forward, in 
which he described immigration as 
“genocidal”. He also became 
increasingly antisemitic, influenced by 
the nazi leaders he had met in Germany. 

In contrast, Dowson’s campaigning 
activities grew. He turned his sights on 
gay people and encouraged his followers 
to abuse and threaten people who 
attended or worked in abortion clinics. 

This resulted in Dowson parting 
company with some of his Precious Life 
fellow activists, but he was now in a 
financial position to go it alone, turning 
his faction into the UK LifeLeague. 
He never looked back. 

Dowson, 45, started working with the 
British National Party late in 2007, 
and he quickly revolutionised its 
fundraising. His first appeal, launched 
at the time the BNP was tearing itself 
apart in an internal rebellion, was 
carried out as a free sample to show 
the party what he could do, but since 
then he has worked on a percentage 
commission. 

His work for the BNP grew to 
encompass the provision of manage- 
ment training in Spain and revamping 
the party’s administration. Early in 
2009 he set up the Belfast call centre, 
piggybacking it on his 
fundraising for the LifeLeague, thereby 
cutting costs and perhaps giving 
doubtful BNP officers the impression of 
a larger operation than it actually is.

Over the past two years he has clearly 
raised huge sums for the party, although 
it remains financially strapped. Partly 
this is the result of scams, such as the 
truth truck, which Griffin claimed had 
been bought with thousands of pounds 
of supporters’ donations. It turned out 
still to belong to Dowson’s private 
company, Adlorries.com, and, like much 
of the other equipment the BNP 
claimed to have bought, it was only 
leased by the party. 

Today Dowson practically owns 
the BNP, which he briefly joined to 
placate his critics but left as soon as the 
heat was off him. He remains at 
loggerheads with many senior party 
officers and employees. One, whom he 
sacked in spring, is heading for an 
employment tribunal. 

Griffin's claim that the BNP is being 
flooded with donations via Dowson’s 
call centre is a lie. Income is down to a 
trickle and membership is a mere 8,000 
or so. People are not queuing up to join 
after the end of the three-month 
moratorium on membership, they are 
leaving in droves, especially since the 
latest membership list leak from 
Dowson’s Belfast bunker. 

All this comes on top of the party’s 
forced climbdown over its racist 
constitution, the non-appearance of its 
2008 accounts and concern over the 
number of senior party officers who 
have been put on the European 
Parliament payroll as staff of the two 
BNP MEPs. <q 


DOWSON’S EMPIRE 


Sonia Gable shines a light on Jim Dowson’s string of business and 


campaigning interests 


Solas NI 

Solas NI, a charity with the registration number 
XR86269, describes itself on its website as a victim 
support group set up to help bereaved and injured 
victims of the Northern Ireland Troubles. It says its aim 
is “to ensure that those most affected by the Troubles 
have recourse to a non-political and non-sectarian 
organisation which caters specifically for their needs”. 
It was formed in 2003 and up to 2007 had received 
£111,479 of funding under a European Union 
programme for peace and reconciliation. 

Jim Dowson is not known to hold any position in 
Solas, but its chair is Alex Thomas, a business partner of 
Dowson and husband of his sister-in-law, who is also 
involved in Solas. The charity also uses the same 
address and telephone number as another Dowson 
organisation, the Christian Youth Fellowship. 


Adlorries.com Ltd 

Jim Dowson is the sole director of Adlorries.com Ltd, 
the company that hired the Belfast staff. Incorporated 
in October 2004 it describes itself as “an independent 
company providing professional services without 
prejudice to NGOs, charities and political organisations 
... We are the complete business solution,’ its scanty 
website claims. 
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The company owns little of substance. Its latest 
accounts show fixed assets plus cash of nearly £27,000 
against £25,000 owed in debts and long-term loans. 

One of its assets is the BNP’s “truth truck’, better 
known outside the party as the lie lorry. Last year the 
BNP claimed to have bought the truck after a successful 
appeal to supporters to raise the £26,550 needed. 
However when bailiffs tried to enforce a county court 
judgement against the BNP, the party's solicitors 
responded that the vehicle was “registered in the name 
of another person who ... has no connection with the 
judgement debtors”. 

In fact the truth truck turned out to be the same vehicle 
that Dowson had bought two years earlier for the anti- 
abortion UK LifeLeague, after appealing for donations 
from supporters. It even had the same name. A press 
release issued in April 2006 claimed Operation Truth 
Truck would “enable the pro-life message to reach the 
unreached across the towns and cities of Britain’. 

The UK LifeLeague and the BNP had milked their gullible 


supporters twice over for the same “truth truck” which 
never left the ownership of Adlorries.com. 


Albion Logistical Solutions Ltd 

Incorporated in February 2009, Albion Logistical 
Solutions Ltd has an address in Loughborough and one 
director, Jim Dowson. It was this company that 
organised the printing of over 28 million glossy BNP 
European election leaflets earlier this year. 


Midas Consultancy 

Early in 2008 BNP senior officers and activists were invited 
to attend “high level management training” arranged by 
“a professional management consultancy and training 
company’, which “uses a property in Spain as its main 
training base” Searchlight quickly established that the 
organiser was a Belfast-based business called the Midas 
Consultancy, the name under which Jim Dowson 
marketed his management and fundraising skills, and 
that the training base was in Valencia on the Costa Blanca. 


Christian Youth Fellowship 

The Christian Youth Fellowship shares premises with 
Solas NI and its contact person is listed as J Dowson. 

Its activities centre around anti-abortion and anti-gay 
campaigning, though in May it took part in the launch of 
TIDY Northern Ireland’s Clean Coast Programme on 
Portrush, Whiterocks beach. 


UK LifeLeague 
Jim Dowson is the main public face of the hardline anti- 
abortion UK LifeLeague, which uses highly provocative 
tactics, such as publishing the home addresses of 
abortion clinic staff. Similar actions by anti-abortion 
groups in the US have resulted in the murder of doctors. 
Formed in 1999, the LifeLeague claims to be 
committed to peaceful campaigning “to end the 
violence of abortion”. Although its website states that 
“campaigning is an important part of what we do’, the 
organisation appears to have done nothing since early 
2008 apart from raising money. 


Ultraplumb.com Ltd 

Jim Dowson helped his eldest son, James Dowson Jr, 
to set up Ultraplumb.com Ltd, a company registered 
at Dowson’s address in Cumbernauld, Scotland, in 
2007. Dowson Jr, 21, is the sole director and Marion 
Thomas, Dowson Sr's sister-in-law, is the Company 
Secretary. Ultraplumb styles itself as “Northern 
Ireland’s premier plumbing company” but of the three 
testimonials on its website, dated 2007, one is from 
Thomas herself. Its accounts are several months 
overdue for filing at Companies House. 

After the exposé of the BNP’s Belfast bunker 
operation in the Irish press, Dowson Jr painted out the 
signs on his company’s vans, fearing reprisals from 
the local population. 


BNP uses public money 
to fund party officers 


THE BRITISH National Party is 
using money it receives from Europe to 
support its two MEPs to bankroll the 
leadership of its organisation. Of the 
14 people employed by the two MEPs 
only five actually live in the two regions 
they represent and most fulfil national 
posts for the party. 

In the latest abuse of the parliamen- 
tary expenses system, the British and 
European people are funding the BNP. 

As MEPs, Nick Griffin and Andrew 
Brons, are entitled to claim a combined 
£382,000 a year to pay for their 
colleagues’ salaries. The two share five

members of staff, who all happen to be 
national party officers and only one lives 
in either the North West or Yorkshire. 

They are Simon Darby, the 
partys deputy leader, Eddy Butler, 
the national organiser, Emma Colgate, 
the national administration officer, 
John Walker, the deputy press 
officer, and Martin Wingfield, who 
lives in the North West and until 
recently was the editor of the party 
newspaper, Voice of Freedom. 

Each MEP also has some staff of his 
own. One of Nick Griffin’s is Martin 
Reynolds, a bodybuilder from Leeds 


who acts as his personal minder. 
When asked about what “specifically” 
he does for his EU salary, Reynolds said: 
“T honestly don't know”. 

Andrew Brons employs three people. 
One happens to be the new BNP 
Yorkshire organiser while the other 
two, Adam and Mark Walker, both 
live in County Durham, which is in a 
different region. 

Searchlight has long argued that if 
elected the BNP would use public 
money to fund the party rather than 
helping the people they are supposed to

EDDY BUTLER Butler is the BNP national 
organiser, national elections officer and, 
until recently, eastern regional organiser. 
Butler joined the National Front shortly after 
the 1979 general election and subsequently the BNP. 
He was the BNP Tower Hamlets organiser and the 
architect of the BNP’s “Rights for Whites” campaign, 
which began in 1990 and culminated in the first ever 
BNP council election victory in Tower Hamlets in 1993. 
Butler headed the BNP’s European election candidates’ 
list in the East of England. 

He lives in Loughton, where his partner Sue Clapp is 
a district councillor. 


EMMA COLGATE Colgate is the BNP’s 
national administration officer. Her 
appointment was announced at the BNP’s 
European election victory rally in 
Blackpool. She is also a BNP councillor in 
© Thurrock, where she holds the balance 
of power and has kept the Conservatives 
in power. She was second on the BNP European 
election candidates’ list in the East of England. 

Before her appointment as national 
admin officer, she worked as Richard 
Barnbrook’s researcher at the Greater 
London Authority. 


SIMON DARBY Darby is the BNP’s 
deputy leader and press spokesperson. 
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represent. This is proving to be the case. 


He recently stood down as honorary treasurer. 
He was previously the West Midlands regional 
organiser and has worked full-time for the BNP for 
some time. He headed the West Midlands European 
election candidates list. 

He lives in Wales near Welshpool. 


JOHN WALKER Walker has held a succession 
of jobs in the BNP. He was once party 
treasurer and then worked in logistics and i 
dispatch roles when the BNP had its Excalibur oe 
warehouse in Deeside last year. Since the , 
beginning of the year he has been the BNP’s 
deputy press officer. 

When Walker took over as treasurer in 2004, he and 
David Hannam, another BNP officer, went to the 
home of the former party treasurer John Brayshaw 
and had various BNP financial documents shredded. 


MARTIN WINGFIELD Wingfield was the 
editor of the BNP’s monthly newspaper The 
Voice of Freedom until just after the European | 
election, when he went off to work for Griffin 
and Brons. He was second on the European 
election candidates’ list for the North West 
(after Griffin). 

Wingfield received a 90-day sentence in 
November 1985 for failing to pay a fine imposed 
earlier that year for two offences under the race 
relations laws. He was convicted for inciting racial 
hatred in election literature distributed by the 
National Front in 1983.

Griffin lies to 8 million viewers

A visibly nervous Nick Griffin lied his 
way through his controversial 
appearance on the BBC’s Question 
Time panel discussion programme last 
month, and afterwards complained that 
the programme had been skewed 
against him. 

A body language expert, Robert 
Phipps, said he was “stunned” at how 
badly Griffin came across. “Everything 
about him seemed shifty and fake,” 
he declared. 

Even before the programme 
went on air, Griffin was lying. 
Interviewed by BBC News 24 he 
claimed that the crowd of 
protesters outside the BBC’s 
West London studio had been 
brought there by the Labour 
Party using public money. 

Griffin sidestepped questions 
about whether he denied the 
Holocaust, claiming “European 
law” prevented him talking about 
it. He seemed flustered when 
Jack Straw, the Justice Secretary, 
pointed out that there was no 
such law in the UK. 

David Dimbleby, the host, 
challenged Griffin for smirking 
while answering the question, 
saying, “It’s not a laughing 
matter”. It was then that Straw 
pulled out a copy of the 
Holocaust denying Holocaust 
News and pointed out that it had 
been produced by a leading 
member of Griffin's party. 

Griffins lies were too 
numerous to list. He had the gall 
to claim that quotes attributed to 
him by Dominic Carman in that 
morning’s Daily Mail were false, 
forgetting that Carman had 
taped the interview. He claimed 
that Mark Collett was not the 
BNP’s director of publicity, 
even though the BNP website 
described him as such. 


He said that he and David Duke, the 
former Ku Klux Klan leader, do not get 
on. Yet he is in regular contact with 
Duke. And a picture on our website of 
a young Duke sporting a swastika 
armband and carrying a placard saying 


“Gas the Chicago 7” disproves Griffin's 


. claim that Duke was the friendly face of 


the far right. 

Griffin even repeated the BNP lie 
that guided tours in the Lake District 
had been cancelled because only white

people were going on them. A Lake 
District National Park spokesperson 
said tours had never been cancelled. 

The audience was strongly against 
Griffin. One person, whose parents 
came here from India in the 1960s, 
asked Griffin: “Where would you like 
me to go? I was born in this country.” 
To loud applause he suggested a “whip- 
round” to send Griffin to the south pole, 
saying: “It’s a colourless landscape that 
will suit you fine”. 

What the studio audience 
did not see was the large team 
of BNP heavies surrounding 
Griffin as he entered the 
building. They included Simon 
Goodricke, who has convictions 
for fraud and perverting the 
course of justice; Stephen Ames, 
with convictions for harassing 
women; Dominic Coggins, a 
hardline racist who describes his 
religion as “national socialism’; 
and Adam Walker, who resigned 
as a teacher after being 
accused of posting anti-Muslim 
comments on the web using a 
school laptop. 

Afterwards Griffin came 
under attack from some of his 
own supporters. Writing on 
his own blog, Lee Barnes, the 
BNP’s legal officer, accused 
Griffin of “failing to press the 
attack” on the “ethnic middle 
class” for “taking up the best jobs 
while still playing the bogus race 
card for every opportunity”. 

Demonstrating the violence 
that lies under the BNP’s demo- 
cratic veneer, he went on to 
suggest that “perhaps there needs 
to be a few ‘white riots’ around 
the country a la the Brixton riots 
of the 1980s before the idiot 
white liberal middle class and 
their ethnic middle-class fellow 
travellers wake up”. ~«

NICK GRIFFIN was humiliated on 
Question Time. That we all agree. 

He avoided tough questions, gave 
evasive answers when pressed and 
tried to defend the indefensible. 
On top of that he looked simply out 
of his depth. 

| watched Question Time with a 
growing sense of unease. The more 
the panel and the audience 
attacked Griffin the more | felt that 
many people out in the country 
would feel sorry for him, even some 
of those who might not agree with 
his politics. 

There was a smugness to how 
the panel, choreographed by 
David Dimbleby himself, laid into 
him. It was like lions ripping apart 
their prey. 

There were two aspects to my 
unease. Many people who are 
voting BNP share a sense of 
victimhood. They believe that they 
are losing out because others are 
benefiting. They believe the 
political parties which once 
represented them and the 
institutions which once looked after 
them have moved away, preferring 
instead other groups in society. 

Many working-class people have 
a growing disdain for the London- 
based political class, which does not 
speak their language or understand 
their issues. This is particularly the 
case for Labour, which many 
working class voters no longer 
believe cares about them. 

A YouGov survey found that 54% 
of BNP voters thought that the 
Labour Party no longer cared about 
them compared to just 5% who 
believe that it still does. Almost half, 
47%, of BNP voters come from 
households that were traditionally 
Labour voting, double the figure for 
the next party. 

Even more disturbing was the 
widespread view that others were 
benefiting in place of them. 

When asked about which three 


groups the Labour party helped 
most, BNP voters said “immigrants” 
(78%), “single-parent families” (38%) 
and “the rich” (35%). 

When asked which group was 
most discriminated against, 77% of 
BNP voters said “white people” 

The feeling of victimhood was 
most evident from the fact that a 
third of BNP voters believed either 
totally or partially that there was an 
international Marxist and Jewish 
conspiracy to undermine 
traditional Christian values in 
Britain. Now | don't believe that a 
third of BNP voters actually believe 
in this conspiracy, more that they 
think there are forces out there 
acting against their interests. 

As aresult, the more the 
politicians ganged up on Griffin, 
the more some people identified 
with him. It was little different to 
how they feel the political class 
mocks and abuses them. 

My other reason for unease came 
with the immediate response to the 
debate. Job well done, was the 
general consensus. Griffin had been 
roundly beaten and made to look a 
fool and as a result there was little 
future for the BNP. 

This view is short-sighted, ill- 
judged and plain wrong. 

Searchlight has long believed that 
the BNP has done well often despite 
itself. We have long known that they 
are a bunch of incoherent, 
disorganised and incompetent 
extremists. In fact, given the 
economic crisis, concerns over 
immigration and the contempt 
many people have with mainstream 
politicians, the BNP should be doing 
a lot better than it currently is. 

But Searchlight has also long 
acknowledged that people are not 
voting for the BNP because of its 
leaders. They do not vote BNP 
because they think Nick Griffin 
would be a better Prime Minister. 

In London they have not voted 


for Richard Barnbrook because 
they think he would make a 
better Mayor. 

They are voting for the BNP 
because they are alienated from 
the political system. They feel 
ignored and, yes, they do not like 
black people. 

None of the panellists really 
addressed why people were voting 
for the BNP, but then there is nota 
serious debate about this generally, 
especially inside the Labour Party. 
To understand the reasons for BNP 
support would challenge too much 
of their policy agenda. 

A poor performance by Griffin on 
Question Time will not necessarily 
mean a decreased BNP vote in 
future. Granted, it might have put 
off some viewers, but | cannot see it 
making much difference in the 
communities where the BNP is 
already established. 

In Barking and Dagenham we 
have been challenging the BNP 
over its mythical Africans for Essex 
lie for several years. We have 
provided chapter and verse why no 
such scheme exists. We have 
delivered leaflets and newspapers 
and got articles in the local press. 
So far, the facts have had little 
effect —- people are still voting BNP. 

My gripe is not with the 
panellists. They did what they had 
to do. It would have been an even 
bigger political disaster if Griffin 
had come out of Question Time well, 
if he had held his own against his 
political rivals and even scored 
points over them. 

The focus of my anger is the BBC. 
This was car crash TV at its worst. 
They invited him on precisely 
because it would boost viewing 
figures. They created the format 
which meant Griffin was 
automatically under sole scrutiny. 
They, in the end, gave him and his 
ideas a platform which he had not 
had before. 


Nick Griffin the nazi 


< I have been relentlessly attacked and 
demontsed tn the last few days ... am not 


a nazi and never have been. 


Nick Griffin, leader of the BNP tells a 
lot of lies. And this was one of the 
biggest told to the Question Time 
audience and BBC viewers during a 
performance that provided a master 
class in distortion, dissimulation and 
denial. Even a cursory glance at his 
political career makes a mockery of 
Griffin's claims that he is “not a nazi”. 
From an early age, Griffin, 50, has 
both adhered to and defended many 
of the basic tenets of national 
socialism, not to mention leading the 
charge to absolve the Nazis of their 
murderous crimes by denying them. 

Here are a few reminders of Griffin's 
political views. 


i Griffin was inducted into politics at 
a young age. He joined the National 
Front (NF) in 1975, which at the time 
was led by John Tyndall, an outright 
national socialist who stated: “Mein 
Kampf is my bible”. 

@ A 13-year-old Griffin read Hitler's 
Mein Kampf.“| remember thinking, are 
the Jews really that bad?” he later 
observed. This and other antisemitic 
tracts clearly convinced him they 
were. 

lf Griffin attended St Felix School, 
Southwold. The school librarian 
remembered that Griffin was once 
challenged over his views. “I’m not an 
extremist,’ he retorted, “I’m a socialist, 
a national socialist.’ 

i In November 1986 Griffin headed 
an NF march to the Cenotaph on 
Remembrance Sunday, desecrating 
the memory of those who fought and 
died in the struggle against Nazism by 
marching ahead of a banner that bore 
the legend “No More Brothers Wars”. 
The slogan was a key rallying cry for 
postwar fascists who claim Britain was 
dragged into a“Jews’ war” against the 


Third Reich with which it should have 
forged an alliance. 

@ Shortly before he became BNP 
chairman, Griffin described Nazism as 
“a movement that aimed to give a 
voice to the deepest aspirations of 

a nation”. 

i Griffin was well aware, however, 
that in his words: “Yes, Adolf went a 
bit too far”. 

@ At one time Griffin sought to 
rehabilitate Nazism by latching onto 
“dissident” Nazis such as Gregor 
Strasser, who were murdered during 
the Night of the Long Knives and so 
were not tainted by “Hitlerism’. 

§ Griffin denied the Nazi “Holohoax” 
outright, stating in 1998:“l am well 
aware that the orthodox opinion is 
that six million Jews were gassed and 
cremated or turned into lamp shades. 
Orthodox opinion also once held that 
the earth is flat ... | have reached the 
conclusion that the ‘extermination’ 
tale is a mixture of Allied wartime 
propaganda, extremely profitable lie 
and latter witch-hysteria.” 

@ He defended and praised the 
Waffen-SS for its “courage and 
sacrifices’, claiming the force, which 
helped perpetrate genocide, was “no 
worse” than the allied armies. 

@ During the 1990s Griffin edited an 
antisemitic newspaper called The 
Rune, published in conjunction with 
Croydon BNP branch, which included 
many former adherents of the openly 
nazi British Movement. 

i The Rune cemented Griffin's 
reputation as one of Britain's leading 
Holocaust deniers and resulted in his 
conviction for inciting racial hatred in 
1998. 

In 1996 Griffin picketed a Coventry 
Cathedral service to commemorate the 
Nazis’ destruction of Coventry during 


the Second World War. The Nazis had 
nothing to apologise for, Griffin felt. 
The service was described as a “guilt 
trip” On the Cathedral steps he handed 
out leaflets written by Manfred Roeder, 
a convicted terrorist who fought for 
the Nazis during the dying days of the 
Third Reich. 

i Today the BNP tries to assert its 
patriotic credentials and align itself 
with Winston Churchill, who led 
Britain’s fight against the Nazis. It also 
sells CDs such as The White Cliffs of 
Dover, which includes several songs 
by the forces sweetheart Dame Vera 
Lynn. Yet Griffin proclaimed on the 
front cover of The Rune:“SS Special! 
Sick of Vera Lynn? See pages 18, 19, 
20, 21, 24, & 88”. The last number was 
not a page number at all; “8” denotes 
the eighth letter of the alphabet “H” 
and in fascist parlance “HH” means 
“Heil Hitler” 

§ Griffin continues to find the Nazis’ 
heinous crimes funny. David 
Dimbleby, the Question Time host, 
whose father Richard broadcast the 
first reports revealing the horrors of 
Belsen concentration camp, had to 
rebuke him with the words: “Why are 
you smiling, it is not a particularly 
amusing issue”. Griffin's sickly smile 
revealed he believes otherwise, which 
speaks volumes about both the man 
and his politics. ~q 


BNP humiliated in court retreat

he British National Party has 

backed down in the case being 

brought against it by the 

Equalities and Human Rights 
Commission (EHRC). 

A hearing at the Central London 
County Court on 15 October 2009 was 
adjourned until 28 January 2010 after 
Nick Griffin, the BNP leader, agreed to 
use “all reasonable endeavours” to 
change the party’s racist constitution 
and membership criteria to bring it into 
line with new legislation expected to 
come into effect early next year. 
The BNP also agreed not to accept any 
new members until the new constitu- 
tion has been accepted at an emergency 
general meeting of the party. 

The BNP is now legally bound to 
alter its constitution so that it does not 
discriminate directly or indirectly on the 
grounds of race, ethnic or religious 
status, as defined in clause 4 of the 
Equality Bill. This is a somewhat ironic 
position for a party whose raison détre is 
racial discrimination. 

The EHRC first wrote to the BNP 
on 22 June 2009 setting out its concerns 
over the racist nature of its constitution 
which restricted membership to white 
people. The EHRC asked the party to 
give a written undertaking that it would 
alter its constitution and make it 
transparent that the party did not 
discriminate against potential or actual 
members on racial grounds. Griffin 
refused to comply, forcing the EHRC to 
issue county court proceedings under 
sections 24 and 25(5) of the Equality 
Act against Griffin, Simon Darby, the 
deputy chairman, and Tanya Lumby, 
the national nominating officer, sued on 
behalf of the BNP’s members. 

Following last month’s hearing, John 
Wadham, Group Legal Director of the 
EHRC, stated: “It is unfortunate 
the BNP spent several months before 
conceding and dealing properly with 
our legal requirements”. Griffin had

used that period to send out a series of 
begging letters to supporters pleading 
for money to help the party fight the 
case, much of which is likely to be 
wasted after the BNP simply caved in. 
Any decision on payment of the 
EHRC’s legal costs is expected to be 
made when the parties return to court. 
Griffin tried to put a shine on his 
defeat, announcing in an email to 
supporters that the BNP had 
“outflanked” the EHRC. A separate 
missive claimed the BNP had fought 
the EHRC to a “standstill”. Both 
statements were a laughable distortion 
of the truth. Griffin, despite initially 
promising to fight the EHRC all the 
way, even adorning the party website 
with a picture of himself and Trevor 
Phillips, head of the EHRC, against a 
boxing ring to imply that there would 
be a fight, caved in the moment he 
realised that the cost could “bankrupt” 
the party. In boxing terms it was a 
knockout to the EHRC. Griffin’s 
decision to capitulate represented the 
triumph of money over ideological 
principle. John Tyndall, the BNP’s 
founder, would be turning in his grave. 
So what does the decision to amend 
the BNP constitution mean in practice? 
Can we look forward to a new “post- 
racial” BNP? Of course not! The BNP 
remains what it always was, a racist, 
antisemitic party founded by a man who 
once stated, “Mein Kampf is my bible,” 
and led today by a man who continues 
to be, at best, ambivalent about 
the Holocaust. Indeed on the day of 


the hearing the BNP placed a video 
on its website stating that its “core 
values” were immutable, a position it has 
since reiterated. 

What it does mean, however, is that 
the BNP will hide behind the forced 
cosmetic constitutional change to claim 
that the party and its ideology are no 
longer racist. But however the new 
constitution is worded it is unlikely to 
fool anyone into thinking that a party 
that had to be dragged into court to 
get it to comply with the law will 
have committed itself to the cause of 
racial equality. 

Some commentators have suggested 
that the BNP will be vulnerable to 
“entryism’. Anyone who joins the BNP 
with the aim of changing or disrupting 
it will achieve nothing other than to 
give the party much-needed 
membership fees. The party already has 
strict criteria governing who is allowed 
to vote at its AGM and can be expected 
to tighten the rules even further.

The BNP is not a democratic party. 
Only the “voting members”, of whom at 
last count there were around 300 out of a 
membership, Griffin claims, of 14,000, 
are entitled to vote on any constitutional 
or policy matters. These are the party’s 
officers and hardline activists who have 
undergone ideological training, under- 
stand what is at stake and can be 
expected to vote as their leader tells 
them, as befits a fascist party. ~

Now while Griffin is right to be 
alarmed and even outraged at the 
Daily Star's support for the EDL, his 
conclusion contains traditional nazi 
antisemitism.

The actions of a 
single British newspaper become the 
work of a “powerful organisation” who 
are “used to manipulating” and hell 
bent on a world war.

Hope triumphs over hate in Barnsley

The HOPE not hate campaign in 
Yorkshire celebrated a major victory last 
month after it prevented the BNP from 
winning a vital council seat in Barnsley. 
A model campaign drove the BNP vote 
down in one of the party’s strongest

it publicity. There was no local voter ID 
data for St Helens and there had been 
little activism for some time. 

It was clear that we had to build up

St Helens ward should have provided 
the BNP with an opportunity to build on 
its European election success in 
Yorkshire. Barnsley is the party’s fastest 
growing branch, with meetings of over 
200 people, weekly town centre stalls and 
regular leafleting. The party polled 18% 
across the borough in the European 
elections, up from 7.9% in 2004 and one 
of the highest borough-wide votes across 
the country. 

In May 2008 the BNP polled 30.2% in 
St Helens, its best result in the borough. 

The BNP wasted little time in engaging 
in the election. It brought out three leaflets 
very early in the campaign, conducted 
door-to-door canvassing and knocked up 
its voters on election day. It could hardly 
have done more. 

However, the HOPE not hate campaign 
more than matched the BNP. We were 
fortunate that the election was not called 
until several weeks after the death of David 
Bostwick, which meant that we were able to issue two 
leaflets and a personalised letter before the notice of 
election was served and financial restrictions came in. 

A key part of the HOPE not hate strategy was to 
target women voters, who surveys found were less likely 
to vote for the BNP. Early in the campaign we sent a 
personalised letter to every woman voter explaining 
what the BNP really thought about women. 
We continued to make reference to the BNP’s views on 
women in our general leaflets as well. 

The key breakthrough was the involvement of Father 
Rodney Marshall, whose church is slap bang in the 
middle of the ward. He is well known locally and played 
an active and supportive role during the 1984 miners’ 
strike. He allowed us to use his church as a base, hosted 
a public meeting and mobilised local people to get 
involved in the campaign. 

The use of local movers and shakers such as Father 
Marshall has become an essential part of the localised 
campaigning strategy promoted by the HOPE not 
hate campaign. 

Barnsley had been traditionally a weak area for us and 
we were largely starting from scratch. In addition, the 
attitude of the Labour Party in the town had 
traditionally been to ignore the BNP for fear of giving

were to deliver the material necessary to 
defeat the BNP. We launched 
an online appeal across 
Yorkshire setting out the 
threat and explaining how we 
could, with their support, 
defeat the BNP. This appeal 
surpassed expectations and 
showed clearly that our 
| supporters, even if they were 
| not able to deliver leaflets 
| themselves, were aware of the 
| significance of the election. 
| A total of 69 people from 
_ across Yorkshire donated to the 
| campaign via our email system, 
' 50 giving to HOPE not hate 
| for the first time. 

We also mobilised activists to 
come into Barnsley. This is never 
| ideal but in the absence of a local 
| network we had no choice. In total, 
| over 100 people took part in our 
' leafleting sessions, most of them new 
activists who came through our online campaign. 

However, as the campaign grew in intensity so local 
supporters emerged. Over the final weekend we had 45 
people out delivering leaflets, including several local 
women who had never been involved in a political 
action before. 

Behind the scenes HnH supporters were busy 
helping with canvassing. On polling day teams of HnH 
volunteers went out knocking up the anti-BNP vote. 

The intensity of our campaign clearly helped the 
local Labour Party. Aware that a BNP victory here 
could prove disastrous for next year’s local elections, 
Labour campaigned hard and aggressively against the 
BNP, and began to re-engage with many of its 
traditional voters. 

The result proved that the BNP could be beaten even 
in its strongest areas by a combination of an intensive 
and localised HnH strategy and true engagement from 
the political parties. The BNP vote dropped by 635 votes 
to 590, while Labour’s vote increased from 965 to 1520. 

The victory was a major boost to the HnH 
campaign in the region. Everyone who got involved 
felt a sense of pride in their own involvement and we

Another one down 


A British National Party councillor in 
Nuneaton has resigned 17 months 
after he was elected, leaving the party 
with only one representative in the 
borough. Darren Haywood (pictured) 
cited “job commitments” as the reason 
he could no longer represent Camp 
Hill ward. 

The resignation means there will be a 
by-election on 10 December, which 
the BNP is expected to contest. 

Haywood's sudden departure came 
as “no surprise” to local Labour and 
Conservative leaders, who said that he 
did not carry out his duties properly to 
the people he was supposed to serve. 

He was further proof, if any were 
needed, of the hollowness of the BNP’s 
claim that its councillors work hard for 
local people and local issues. 

Andrew Burtenshaw, chair of 
Nuneaton Conservatives said: “The 
people of Camp Hill have been let 
down by a faceless BNP councillor. 
Up and down the country, BNP 
councillors have a shocking record of 
failing to deliver for the residents that 
they serve.” 


Councillor Dennis Harvey, 
leader of the Labour group, 
said that he knows only too well 
the lack of service given by 
Haywood as he also represents 
the Camp Hill ward. “This does not 
come as much of a surprise,’ he said. 

“As far as | know, Mr Haywood has 
attended no meetings of the council 
since June and the BNP have shown an 
abysmal interest in representing Camp 
Hill since their candidate was elected 
in 2008.” 

Alwyn Deacon, the BNP’s West 
Midlands organiser, defended 
Haywood saying “He has resigned for 
his work commitments, he could have 
stayed on but he felt that it was only 
fair to give the electorate the choice to 
decide who they want to represent 
them because, as a result of his work, 
he was not able to do that. He has to 
work, he has a mortgage to pay and he 
didn’t think it was fair on the people of 
Camp Hill to suffer because of this.” 

Presumably Deacon thinks that 
for a councillor, a part-time role, 
having a mortgage is an exceptional 


Barnbrook suspended for lying 


RICHARD Barnbrook’s strategy of 
lying to whip up fear of crime to win 
support for the BNP finally caught 
up with him when he was suspended 
from Barking and Dagenham council 
for a month. A standards committee 
hearing on 24 September found the 
Barking and Dagenham BNP deputy 
group leader guilty of bringing the 
council into disrepute by leaving 
incorrect information of a high 
profile nature on his blog for over 
four months. 

An independent _ investigation 
had found that  Barnbrook’s 
comments on Youlube and on his 
own website about non-existent 


murders in Barking and Dagenham 
had showed “wilful disregard for 
the truth”. He said that he had got 
his words “jumbled up” because he 
was dyslexic. 

The joint hearing of the Greater 
London Authority and Barking and 
Dagenham standards committees 
rejected Barnbrook’s representations 
after hearing evidence that he had 
failed to remove the video and 
separate written text on his website 
for at least four months after the lies 
were pointed out to him. 

Barnbrook was not suspended from 
the London Assembly, where he is the 
BNP’s sole member, but was

: Haywood’s resignation 
brings the total of BNP 
councillors nationally down 
to 57, including the three 
county councillors elected in 
May this year. The BNP always 
claims to have over 100 councillors 
but this figure includes parish, town 
and community councillors, many of 
whom were elected unopposed. 

Since May 2008 the BNP has only 
won two council by-elections, in 
Boston and Sevenoaks, despite 
contesting up to four by-elections 
almost every week. 

Their victories did not add to the 
party’s total as two BNP councillors 
have quit over the same period. Colin 
Auty in Kirklees left the BNP in July 
2008 and resigned his seat shortly 
afterwards. John Gamble in Rotherham 
had the BNP whip withdrawn in April 
2009 and now sits for the England First 
Party. In 2007 four BNP councillors left 
the party, one resigned his seat and 
one was booted off the council for non- 
attendance. 


censured, ordered to make a public 
apology and required to undergo 
training in ethics and standards. 

That Barnbrook should be 
suspended for lying is fitting for the 
most high profile London BNP 
representative.

BNP councillors bar 
people who“ain't like us” 


TWO LEADING BNP councillors stopped non-white people from 
entering an open party meeting in east London on the same day that the 
party’s leader agreed to change the BNP constitution to allow non-white 
membership. 

Richard Barnbrook, the BNP’s London Assembly member, and Bob Bailey, 
BNP council group leader in Barking and Dagenham, were secretly filmed 
preventing ten non-white people from entering a branch meeting in the 
Eastbrook pub in Dagenham on 15 October. 

Heydon Prowse, the editor of Don’t Panic magazine, filmed Barnbrook 
telling a group of campaigners of mixed ethnicities that the meeting was 
“private”. However a white Swedish woman, the only non-Briton in the 
group, was told she could stay. 

The film shows the campaigners, who were wearing Nick Griffin t-shirts 
and carrying their British passports, being abused outside the meeting by a 
BNP member who says: “This is my party. I don’t want you in my party and 
it is up to us whether we decide to let you people in — people that ain't like us. 
Our party is being forced into a position that we do not want.” 

Bailey, who is also the BNP’s London organiser, was filmed later lying in 
typical BNP fashion. “Our party has always been open to other people if they 
want to join,” he claimed. “We've got people who are black Africans, we've got 
people who are from the West Indies, we've got Sri Lankans, we've got people 
from everywhere.” 

Meanwhile, Barnbrook appears to be busy trying to replace the staff 
members to which he is entitled as a London Assembly member. His original 
two, Emma Colgate and Simon Darby, were poached after the election of 
Nick Griffin and Andrew Brons to the European Parliament to work for the 
two MEPs and in party roles. 

Last month we reported that he had recruited Chris Roberts as his 
researcher, a man described as a “village idiot” in the course of a BNP internal 
dispute. Recently Roberts has been seen showing Tess Culnane the resources 
available to City Hall staff. 

Culnane stood as a BNP candidate in a council by-election last February, 
trailing the main parties with 10% of the vote. 

More notably, she was one of a handful of National Front candidates in the 
London Assembly election in 2008. The NF, a much smaller and more 
extreme rival to the BNP, stood in a few of the constituency polls but did not 
put forward a London-wide list. It was as head of the London list that 
Barnbrook got elected.

Culnane had previously been in the BNP but left after losing a libel action 
against a Liberal Democrat councillor over a leaflet distributed in a 
Lewisham council by-election which listed the criminal convictions that 
characterise the BNP. 

Of course Culnane may just have been visiting, or still undecided on 
whether to apply for the vacancy on Barnbrook’s staff. Watch this space. 


BNP councillor 
retaliates with 
bully boy tactics 


THE BNP’S newest district councillor 
has called on supporters to boycott 
businesses that advertise in his local 
paper after an article quoted residents 
saying he had “done nothing” for the 
community. 

Paul Golding (pictured), who won 
his seat on Sevenoaks District Council 
in a by-election in February, described 
the News Shopper as “a particularly 
venomous anti-British —_ left-wing 
propaganda outlet” which had 
“spewed lies for years”. The letter to 
BNP supporters, sent as part of 
“Operation Fightback’, which Golding 
heads, singled out three companies 
that advertise in the paper. 

His reaction is typical of the BNP's 
nazi bullying tactics. The BNP 
complains when it is denied a platform 
for its racism, but is quick to try to 
silence the media when the party 
comes under criticism. 

When News Shopper called Golding 
about the boycott call, he said: “I am 
not speaking to the News Shopper as 
we think you are a bunch of lying 
scumbags. You are poisoning the 
minds of southeast London and north 
Kent with a lot of Labour-created 
nonsense.” 

Asked whether urging people to 

boycott businesses during a recession 
would be bad for the local economy, 
Golding said it was “absolute 
nonsense”. 
‘The three companies had been 
inundated with calls and emails from 
BNP supporters, though few are likely 
to have been potential customers or 
even from the area.

Paedophilia and the BNP 


Gerry Gable reports 


British National Party 
paedophile has been exposed 
after he received a three-year 
community sentence for down- 
loading child pornography images. 

Ellis Hammond, who at the time he 
committed the offences was a police 
community safety officer, was 
sentenced at Wood Green Crown 
Court in north London at the end 
of September after he previously 
pleaded guilty to five specimen 
charges of downloading and 
possessing a total of 58 indecent 
images of children, ranging from level 
1 to level 5 (the most serious). 

The police had removed 
Hammond's computer while 
executing a warrant to search his 
home in Welling for weapons, where 
they found an arsenal including a CS 
gas canister, a knuckle duster and 
eight combat knives, as well as hate 
material and a current BNP 
membership card. 

Hammond had lied on_ his 
application to become a _ PCSO, 
claiming not to a member of a 
proscribed organisation, namely the 
BNP. For a still unexplained reason he 
was allowed to resign rather than 
be sacked. 

Following confusion between the 
police and the Crown Prosecution 
Service, his case was heard not at the 
Crown Court but at Bexley 
Magistrates’ Court, where in March 
2008 he pleaded guilty to two charges 
under the Firearms Act for possession 
and purchase of prohibited weapons 
relating to the Taser gun and the CS 
Spray. He was _ conditionally 
discharged for 12 months. 

The CPS later admitted there 
had been serious errors in the way 
they and the police had dealt with 
Hammond. 

Because of a huge backlog of police 
computer forensic work it was only 
this year that the police discovered the 
169 pornographic images of children 
on Hammond’s computer and 
charged him. 

Sentencing Hammond, Judge Carr 
said it was difficult to draw any 
distinction between those who rape and 
abuse children in developing countries

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and those who download them because 
of some entertainment value. 

Hammond's defence was that he 
had been looking at adult porn and 
had strayed into areas of child porn by 
accident. 

Judge S Carr appeared unconvinced 
and said he was minded to impose a 
prison sentence suspended for three 
years but that Hammond had not 
quite passed the threshold where a 
custodial sentence was justified. 

Presumably, as well as taking into 
account Hammond's guilty plea, 
meaning a jury would not have to 
view the evil images, one reason for 
the non-custodial sentence was 
Hammond's lack of _ previous 
convictions other than a_ spent 
conditional discharge. 

Hammond was given a three-year 


community order and required to 
undertake a sex offenders’ 
programme. His name will be on the 
Sex Offenders’ register for five years 
and he is disqualified for life from 
working with people aged under 18. 
This is not the first time a nazi has 
been linked with child pornography. 
Last year Martyn Gilleard, an activist 
for the nazi British People’s Party as 
well as for the BNP, was jailed for 
16 years for possession of weapons, 


nail bombs and 39,000. child 
pornography images. 
And _ following Nick _ Griffin's 


appearance on Question Time last 
month, the News of the World 
published a photograph of the 
BNP leader in 2005 holding aloft the 
hand of Kevin Strom, a leading US 
white supremacist and nazi. Last year 
Strom was jailed for 23 months for 
child pornography. 

Hammond was a member of the 
BNP’s Bexley branch alongside 
Michael Barnbrook, a former police 
officer who acts as the party's law and 
order spokesperson. 

Another PCSO from Bexley has 
been sacked by the Metropolitan 
Police. He too had not declared his 
BNP membership on his job 
application form. 

Hammond appears to live in his own 
political fantasy world, turning up to 
both Crown Court hearings jacketless, 
wearing black trousers, black shirt and 
a’ black tie - shades of Mosley, or 
perhaps Mussolini! We wonder what 
steps Barnbrook will take to remove 
this pervert from the party. ~q 


BNP ‘paid 
for UKIP 
membership 
list’

THE BRITISH National Party has 
been accused of paying for a database 
containing contact details of 
members of the UK Independence 
Party. The BNP then canvassed many 
of the people on the list asking for 
donations to help fight its European 
election campaign. 

The Information Commissioner's 
Office (ICO), which oversees data 
protection, is investigating claims that 
a disaffected UKIP member received 
about £500 for the list of around 3,500 
members from London and_ the 
southeast. Under the Data Protection 
Act, anyone who sells data without 
authorisation from the designated 
“data controller” is guilty of an offence, 
as is the person who buys the data. 
A conviction could result in a fine of 
up to £5,000. 

Nick Griffin, the BNP leader, denied 
that he had personally paid for a UKIP 
membership list but conceded that 
former UKIP members had passed 
some UKIP details to his party. “To the 
best of my knowledge, no one in 
the party has paid for such a list,” 
he added. 

Gerard Batten, a UKIP MEP, who 
has previously complained to the ICO 
about the leaking of the UKIP 
members’ list, said: “We have long 
suspected the BNP had a [UKIP] 
membership list. Our members don't 
want this stuff. The BNP do this based 
on the false belief they can take away 
some of our members.” 

Searchlight sources in the BNP have 
also reported that the BNP was using a 
UKIP membership list. The BNP 
protested loudly over the leak of its 
own membership list last month — the 
second time it has occurred in under 
12 months —- and threatened legal 
action against anyone who used or 
disclosed the data. Griffin described 
the leak as part of a “concerted anti- 
BNP campaign’. 

It just shows what an underhand and 
hypocritical party the BNP is. 


Wilders 
circus comes 
to London

GEERT WILDERS (pictured), the far- 
right Dutch parliamentarian, brought 
his Islamophobic roadshow to 
London on 16 October after winning 
his appeal against his exclusion from 
the UK. 

The Asylum and Immigration 
Tribunal rejected the Home Office's 
claim that Wilders’s presence could 
“inflame community tensions and 
lead to inter-faith violence”. He had 
been turned back at Heathrow 
airport in February on his way to 
show his anti-Islam film Fitna at the 
House of Lords. 

The right-wing Birkenhead Society, 
which bills itself as a “Conservative 
debating society” and admires the 
late Tory racist Enoch Powell, 
supported Wilders’s appeal. His 
estimated costs of £10,000 were 
reportedly funded by the society. 

The tribunal ruled that while 
Wilders’s opinions are expressed 
strongly and in a way that was bound 
to cause offence, the right of freedom 
of expression was more important. 

Wilders, always desperate to make 
headlines, travelled to London three 
days after the hearing for a press 
conference and a meeting with Lord 
Pearson of Rannoch of the UK 
Independence Party to discuss 
showing Fitna in the House of Lords in 
the near future. 

Helpfully to Wilders, a small group 
of Islamists outside the press 
conference shouted slogans such as 
“Islam will dominate the world”. 
Inside he claimed a “victory for 
free speech” while denying he was 
an extremist. 

His view — that Islam is a fascist 
ideology of a retarded culture and 
that millions of Muslims should quit 
Europe if they fail to assimilate to 
“Western values” — as presented in 
London and everywhere else his 
circus goes, are hardly moderate. 

In January, Wilders will face trial in 
Amsterdam for insulting Muslims and 
inciting discrimination and hatred.

“comedian” 
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THE TRIAL of the antisemitic 
“comedian” Dieudonné, which opened in 
Paris at the end of September, provided an 
interesting insight into the extraordinary 
international mobility of those who 
inhabit the twisted twilight world of 
Holocaust denial. 

The prosecution of Dieudonné, former 
leader of the Anti-Zionist List party, 
arises from one of his “performances” last 
December in which he awarded a prize to 
Robert Faurisson, the convicted veteran 
Holocaust denier. 

Several interesting people turned up in 
court to offer their support. They included 
Ginette Skandrani, founder of the Greens, 
and Marc Georges and Julien Limes, who 
were part of the Anti-Zionist List 
campaign team. Also attending were 
Charles Alban Scheppens, who is politically 
close to the hardcore fascist Renouveau 
Francais, and Frederic Chatillon, the former 
head of the student strong-arm mob, the 
Groupe Union Défense, who was presented 
in court as one of the principal purveyors 
of Holocaust denial literature in the 
Arab world. 

Faurisson himself was there, unnoticed 
by the media corps and accompanied by 
such luminaries of the international 
Holocaust denial scene as the Australian 
Lady Michele Renouf, the Canadian 
Guillaume Nichols and the British nazi 
Peter Rushton. 

Among the heavy mob _ protecting 
Dieudonné were several individuals seen 
recently around the pro-Hamas Cheick 
Yassin Collectiv. They are also thought to

be behind the mysterious Muslim Defence 
League, set up in response to the militant 
Jewish Defence League (LDJ). Although 
the Collective has officially broken with 
Dieudonné, they appear still to be on good 
terms, thanks in part to Dieudonné’s 
personal minder Joss, who is as much a 
fixer as a bruiser. It was Joss who 
established links with other organisations 
such as Mohamed Latréche’s Muslim 
Party of France. 

Incredibly Dieudonné claims he does 
not know Faurisson personally and is a 
stranger to the world of Holocaust 
denial, despite its French entirety turning 
up to applaud him in the Main d’Or 
theatre — which Dieudonné owns — to 
celebrate his birthday. 

It was also interesting to note the 
presence of individuals who were at the 
roots of a controversy that shook pro- 
Palestinian and extreme left circles during 
the summer. 

At the centre of the row was Paul Eric 
Blanrue, author of the book Sarkozy, Israél 
et les juifs (Sarkozy, Israel and the Jews) 
and a member of the Front National in 
the 1980s. Blanrue’s book sparked uproar 
when it was found on the shelves of a far- 
left pro-Palestinian bookshop alongside 
works on fascism and the Holocaust. 

After the LDJ attacked the bookshop, a 
lawyer from Nice asked to address 
a gathering of supporters to announce a 
petition calling for the LDJ to be outlawed. 
That lawyer was none other than John 
Bastardi Daumont who represents not only 
Blanrue but also Faurisson. ~

HUNGARY Romapeople march 
for equal rights 


Janosz Malterik reports from Budapest 


MORE THAN 700 Roma people marched to Sandor palace — 
the residence of the Hungarian president Laszl6 Solyom — in 
Budapest on 10 October in protest at the permanently 
disadvantaged status of their community. The Roma Civil 
Rights Movement in the Jaszség region, which organised the 
march, is demanding that Sdlyom commits himself publicly to 
opposing anti-Roma discrimination. 

In the light of the near-permanent segregation, ghettoisation 
and ever-present threat of anti-Roma violence in Hungary, Roma 
believe it is high time that the president takes a stand in support 
of minorities in his own country as much as those abroad. 

Sélyom has come under fire from many people in Hungary 
because, as a dedicated environmentalist, he sometimes seems to 
have more time for threatened plant species than for democracy, 

The demonstration, which ended in Heroes’ Square, was 
timed to welcome a small group of Roma people who had 
marched 130km, under the leadership of the civil rights activist 
Laszl6 Kallai, from the town of Jaszladany. “We set off because 
there is a problem,” Kallai said. “We are oppressed, excluded and 
stigmatised. Equal rights and freedom should be granted to 
people without demonstrations.” 

On their way to hand in a petition to Sdlyom, the 
demonstrators shouted their main demands summed up in 
the slogans “We want to live” and “Improve education’. 

The threat to Hungarian Roma is very real. They live in 
tremendous poverty and are the target for media abuse and 
popular racism. Even politicians indulge in crude anti-Roma 
racism. The mayor of Edelény, Oszkar Molnar, a member of the 
right-wing Fidesz/MPSZ party, recently accused pregnant 
Roma women of damaging their foetuses intentionally with 
tablets and blows to qualify for the double child benefit for 
handicapped children. Local Fidesz/MPSZ councillors 
applauded Molnar’s remarks. 

In this situation, violence is woven into the political fabric. 
During 2008 and early 2009, eight Roma people, including a 
little boy, were murdered in Hungary.

GERMAN BLOOD 
and Honour nazis 
staged their annual 
Jan Stuart Donaldson 
memorial concert near 
Antwerp in Belgium 
on 3 October at a 
venue that forms part 
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Netherlands, where they received details of the 
“secret venue”. 

About 150 German boneheads listened unhindered 
to five German bands and one Swedish one after 
Ernest Buijs, the local Christian Democrat mayor, 
refused to intervene in the gig, which honours a dead 
nazi band leader, despite the flagrant violation of 
Belgian anti-racist laws. 

The nazis were so confident that their shouts of 
“sieg heil” could be heard from quite a distance. Buijs 
told the press there was nothing he could do apart 
from sending police officers to the neighbourhood to 
observe discreetly. No arrests were made. 

This is the second time in less than two months 
that an international nazi event has taken place in 
Belgium without hindrance. The laxity of the 
government and: police in Belgium and_ the 
Netherlands is appalling and the Flemish Antifascist 
Front (AFF) has demanded, yet again, tough legal 


action to crack down on nazi activities. 


Research findings belie 
nazileader’s non-violence claim

JUST OVER TEN years ago, the 
Swedish trade unionist Bjorn Séderberg 
was cold-bloodedly gunned down in a 
carefully planned nazi terrorist attack. 
Now some of the country’s worst 
paramilitary nazis claim to have 
renounced violence. 

In a statement on his organisation's 
website, Klas Lund, the leader of the 
nazi Swedish Resistance Movement 
(SMR) and himself a convicted killer, 
says: “We are a civil disobedience 
movement. We do not recommend an 
armed struggle.” 

However, an investigation by 
Searchlights Swedish sister magazine 
Expo reveals that members of the SMR 
regularly hoard weapons and explosives. 
During the past three years, police have 
discovered arms caches belonging to 
this group. In March 2008 police had to 
evacuate an apartment block in Varmdé 
outside Stockholm after finding a huge 
quantity of explosives at the home of an 
SMR enthusiast. 

Commenting on the SMR’s attempts 
to distance itself from violence, Johan 
Olsson, chief of the Swedish security 
police’s Bureau for Protection of the 
Constitution, says: “It is obvious that 
[SMR]members have shown interest in 
both legal and illegal weapons for a 
long period. The romance of violence 
and arms constitutes a big part of the 
group’s ideology.” 


Remembering Bjorn 


Ten years ago, Bjérn Sdderberg 
(pictured right), an anti-fascist and 
activist in the Swedish syndicalist trade 
union SAC, was brutally assassinated 
by nazis at his home in Stockholm. 
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Medborgplatsen. The city centre 
square is where, ten years ago, almost 
20,000 people held a_ unique 
demonstration of solidarity and 
mourning attended by representa- 
tives and members of all the main 
Swedish trade unions. 


Viking Sédergren, a former SMR 
activist, admitted this in an interview on 
the TV8 television channel, revealing 
that the organisation has at least two 
more arms caches situated, he claimed, 
in Sundsvall and Skaraborg. 

Expo's research shows that SMR 
activists are often armed. Out of 95 
people surveyed who have been active in 
the organisation in recent years, ten 
have convictions for 24 different types 
of weapons offences, the most common 
being possession of knives. 

According to Olsson, the SMR does 
not yet have any intention to use 
firearms but is fond of using blades. 
For example, a young man was knifed at 
Slussen in Stockholm in September 
2007 when the SMR was selling its 
literature there. 

Despite Lund’s claims, his 
organisation’s espousal of violence as 
political struggle is confirmed by the 
guidelines set out for SMR members in 
their magazine Budkavlen: 

“The Resistance Movement must be 
the force which feeds the aggressive and 
revolutionary way of thinking. 

“Strike first and in full force. 

“The attack must not finish before 
the opponent group has dispersed and 
escapes. When this has happened we 
can go back to damaging fallen 
opponents further.” 

Expo found that 20 of the 95 


SMR activists have been convicted 
in 43 cases of violent crime, including 
25 incidents of physical abuse and 
nine serious assaults. Notably, there 
are also two attempted murders and 
an attempted homicide. Seven SMR 
activists have also collected convic- 
tions for various forms of threatening 
behaviour. 

“They feel a great need to defend 
both those who are perceived as Swedes 
and themselves. Therefore weapons and 
violence are a part of their conception of 
the world,” commented Olsson. As a 
result of their violence, many of the 
SMR activists under study are currently 
serving prison sentences. 

Far from all the crimes committed by 
SMR activists are political. At a party in 
Hagersten, near Stockholm, last year,

Although the broad unity and mass 
turnout of 1999 were not repeated, 
Bjorn’s memory was commemorated 
in a quietly dignified ceremony in 
which participants held flaming 
torches before walking to La Mano, the 
monument to Swedish anti-fascist 
volunteers in the Spanish Civil War. 
There speeches were made and songs 
performed and played, in particular 
from Bruce Springsteen, one of Bjorn’s 
favourite musicians. After wreaths 
were laid, the commemoration closed 
with a moving minute's silence.

established the Civil Courage Prize in 
honour of his memory. This year, it was 
awarded to warehouse workers at 
Lagena in Jordbro, who have been 
battling for their employment 
rights at their workplace after 35 
people were fired and replaced 
by temporary agency staff earlier 
this year. 

Commemorations were also 
held in several other Swedish 
cities.

“Our view is 
that this movement attracts people 
who are formerly sentenced for 
different violent crimes. When they 
enter the organisation the violence 

becomes ideologically marked

The Swedish Resistance Movement (SMR) has cropped up in several 
investigations of armed crimes. At the end of the 1990s, SMR activists robbed 
a regimental barracks in Strangnas, seizing automatic weapons. In 2003 the 
SMR’s leader Klas Lund was caught with a loaded weapon in his home when 
security police carried out coordinated nationwide raids against leading nazis. 

These were no isolated events. Over the past three years police have 
confiscated weapons from several people linked to the SMR. 


September 2006 

Aman walking in a forest outside Upplands Vasby found a box partly buried 
in the ground. It contained several firearms, ammunition and tear gas. 

A police forensic examination identified the fingerprints of Emil Hagberg, 
then the legally responsible editor of the SMR’s magazine. When police 
searched Hagberg’s parental home, they found another rifle under his bed. 
Sentenced to eight months in prison in March 2007, Hagberg is today the 
SMR’s section leader in north Stockholm. 

Three other nazis were taken into custody the same month in Upplands 
Vasby. One, now aged 20, who had connections with the SMR, had several 
ampoules of explosive material and a loaded pistol was found in his home. 
He was convicted and jailed. 


June 2007 

Two men aged 26 and 24 were sentenced by a court in Gavle for arms 
crimes after a police raid uncovered firearms, ammunition and drugs. 
The 26-year-old was a leader of the SMR in Dalarna. 


March 2008 

The police Nova group, which usually tracks biker gangs, raided six SMR 
activists in the Stockholm area. Three were later taken into custody. At the 
home of a 28-year-old SMR member quantities of firearms and explosives 
were found, forcing police to evacuate the apartment block where he lived 
to remove the arms and explosives. He was sentenced to three and a half 
years in prison for a number of crimes, including preparation of an 
explosion and possession of weapons.

AFTER THE lamentable turnout for

his latest stunt in Venlo, near the 
German border, on 26 September. 

Around 160 nazis showed up to parade 
under the NVU’s usual slogan, “Against 
plutocracy and casino capitalism”. 
They included 100 Germans, mainly 
from Dortmund, who had warmed up 
for the march by attacking anti-fascists 
in Diisseldorf earlier in the day. 

Scared of protests even before the 
march, Kusters had called on the public 
prosecutor to start a criminal 
investigation against Anti-Fascist 
Action (AFA). At the same time, 
Hubert Bruls, mayor of Venlo, imposed 
an unprecedented ban on face paint, a 
move aimed at facilitating the arrest of 
anti-fascists in the guise of clowns. 

Bruls’s measures were of little avail, 
because the nazi marchers were 
attacked, blockaded’ and had to be 
rerouted. Their loudspeaker van was 
chased off and their speeches drowned 
out by the jeers of angry citizens. 
Some cars belonging to the Germans 
were damaged. 

Police arrested 56 anti-fascists and 
three nazis. As usual, the police “forgot” 
to enforce the ban on the obvious 
national socialist slogans = and 
symbolism. Slogans as “National 
socialism now”, “We celebrate the 
Holocaust” and “Juden, Juden” were 
clearly heard, Hitler salutes were given 
and White Power signs, the Black Sun, 


Combat 18 and Blood and Honour 
emblems were on open display. 

Afterwards, Bruls was pleased that he 
had thwarted “AFA plans to attack the 
demonstration” but Kusters lodged an 
official complaint that the police had not 
cleared anti-fascists from the march route. 
He has promised to return to the town. 

The defeat of the NVU in Venlo 
followed another partial setback for 
right-wing extremism on 17 September 
when two fascist keyboard warriors 
appeared in court in Amsterdam for 
their activities on the Dutch section 
of Stormfront, the US-based fascist 
internet forum. 

Between 2003 and 2007, Vincent van 
*t Westeinde moderated the forum and 
Hendrik Noordhoek posted messages 
expounding ultra-right views. In 2007 
police raided their homes and offices 
and seized their computers. 

Noordhoek, a former member of the 
fascist CP ’86, now banned, and later of 
Voorpost, the Belgian Vlaams Blok and 
the Nederlands Blok, is a long-time 
columnist for the youth publications of 
the Vlaams Blok (now Vlaaams Belang), 
Europe Nouvelles and the magazine of 
the Nationale Beweging (National 
Movement) in the Netherlands. 

In October 2003, he registered on 
Stormfront as “Cicero” and started 
posting large numbers of antisemitic and 
Holocaust denial messages. Despite being 
slightly more cerebral than the average 
right-wing extremist, Noordhoek sees 
violence as an option and has urged 
youngsters to join the army or sign up 
with shooting clubs (as he has done).

He also thinks British fascists should 
support the IRA. His identity as Cicero 
was only revealed at his trial. 

Van ’t Westeinde, a skinhead, also 
signed up with Stormfront in 2003 with 
the username “Full of Pride”. At the 
time he was an activist in the extreme- 
right New National Party, the successor 
to CP’86. 

As forum moderator he was responsible 
for deleting messages and helping new 
members find their way around its 
message boards. Under his supervision, 
thousands of lawbreaking racist posts 
were allowed. Only when posts led to 
infighting or tensions between the 
different groups on Stormfront did 
the moderators intervene. 

The court dismissed all charges 
against van ’t Westeinde because it was 
not clear that he had read all the 
messages he failed to remove. As a 
moderator, he could not be held 
responsible for all messages on the 
forum, the court ruled on 1 October. 

Noordhoek was convicted and given 
120 hours of community work and 
a three-month suspended _ prison 
sentence. According to the court, 
Noordhoek’s messages were a display of 
“disgusting antisemitic feelings” and 
had an “utterly mean character”. 

The court dismissed his claim that he 
should never have been prosecuted in 
the Netherlands because his posts were 
on an American server. As Noordhoek 
was living in the Netherlands and had 
posted in Dutch on the Dutch section 
of Stormfront he was clearly liable to 
prosecution, the court held. <i 


‘Third millennium 
fascists’ add to Naples tension

CASA POUND, originally set up in 
2003 as a neonazi centre of a few dozen 
people in a squat in Rome, has spread its 
tentacles to other cities and created a 
small army of what it calls “third 
millennium fascists”, with political 
ambitions at national level and a 
“cultural-economic manifesto” inspired 
by the American poet Ezra Pound. 

Together with the physicist and 
inventor Guglielmo Marconi, Pound 
became a = major international 
propagandist for Mussolini making 
radio broadcasts and writing articles on 
fascist ideology before and during the 
Second World War. 

The latest town to experience a Casa 
Pound fascist-style action is Naples. 
On the night of 12 September 50 black- 
clad militants displaying the slogan 
“Ahead! Always pushing further ahead” 
took over a former convent belonging to 
the municipality. They promptly renamed 
it Casa Pound-Napoli. On 27 September, 
police fired teargas to disperse 5,000 
antifascist demonstrators demanding 
their eviction. Several people were 
injured; two were taken to hospital. 

The date of the antifascist protest “to 
get rid of xenophobes and racists in our 
town’ was chosen to remind Neapolitans 
— and Italians — of one of the most 
celebrated pages of the Resistance. 
On 27 September 1943, soon after the 
Armistice was signed with the Allied 
Forces, the partisans in Naples began an 
insurrection against the fascists still in 
occupation (the film Le Quattro Giornate 
di Napoli, The Four Days of Naples, 
nominated for an Academy Award in 
1962, centred on this episode). When on 
1 October the Allied Forces entered the 
town they found it had already been 
freed by its own people. 


The occupation of the convent follows 
the strategy of Casa Pound’s national 
leader, Giancarlo Iannone, who considers 
Hitler a “revolutionary man’, rejects “the 
hell of a multiracial society” and 
encourages the hanging of puppets in 
public spaces to symbolise the strangling 
of “legalised usury”. It was Iannone who 
on Boxing Day 2003 started the string of 
Casa Pound’s illegal occupations when 
he entered a building close to the Rome 
Termini railway station. Twenty-five 
families “who could not pay rent” were 
moved in after signing a pledge of 
good behaviour. Soon afterwards Casa 
Pound launched its manifesto based 
on Pound’s “anti-usury economic 
policies”, and on Mussolini’s Carta del 
Lavoro (Labour Charter). 

Three years later another building in 
Latina, near Rome, was taken over. 
More occupations followed in other 
cities alongside the setting up of a 
bookshop, an internet radio station 
(Radio Bandiera Nera — black flag) and 
a music production company, not to 
mention the opening of the Cutty 
Sark pub in Rome to enable fascists 
to socialise. 

Iannone, 37, who sports the tattoo Me 
ne frego on his neck (I don’t care, a 
Mussolini slogan), is also a singer with 
his own nazi rock band, Zetazeroalfa, 
under the stage name Sinevox. Casa 
Pound in Rome is now equipped with a 
recording studio named after Massimo 
Morsello, Roberto Fiore’s partner in the 
Easy London business empire and co- 
founder of Fiore’s fascist Forza Nuova 
party. Morsello died in 2001. 

As well as being linked to Fiore, 
Iannone has connections with Gabriele 
Adinolfi, a former leading member of 
Terza Posizione (Third Position), and 


has collaborated with the fascist 
Fiamma Tricolore party and its student 
wing, Blocco Studentesco. After last 
year’s violent incidents in Rome’s Piazza 
Navona (Searchlight, December 2008), 
in which a number of students 
were brutally attacked by fascists, 
investigations revealed that Casa Pound 
had sent out squads armed with wooden 
sticks hidden in a van. When the Italian 
state television channel, RAI, broadcast 
pictures that might have identified the 
thugs, Iannone sent out a squad of 
militants on a night raid to intimidate 
the programme makers. The fascists 
entered the corridors of RAI and posted 
the video on YouTube. Other threats to 
RAI were traced to a mobile phone 
belonging to Fiore. 

Commenting on the occupation 
in Naples, Francesco Nicodemo, a 
local councillor for the left-wing local 
authority, observed that the fascists’ new 
headquarters is virtually stalking the 
adjacent multiracial school, which 
is in itself cause for concern for 
the maintenance of good relations in the 
community. Tension is already high in 
town because of a spate of racist and 
homophobic attacks. But a spokesman 
for the local opposition party, Popolo 
della Liberta (Berlusconi’s _ party), 
defended the occupation saying that if 
the municipality wants to evict the 
fascists the same measures must be taken 
against the left-wing occupied buildings 
known as centri sociali, social centres. 

In Naples, like everywhere else, 
Berlusconi's party is pursuing its policy 
of putting fascists and antifascists on 
the same level, with the obvious 
objective of rehabilitating the fascists 
and strengthening their presence in 
society. ~ 


Fascist t-shirts honour Codreanu 


Fascist vandals celebrate 
Codreanu anniversary

FASCISTS HAVE PLASTERED 
posters commemorating the birth 110 
years ago of Corneliu Codreanu, the 
infamous leader of the inter-war 
Romanian antisemitic and fascist Iron 
Guard, on a Communist Party building 
in the Moldovan capital, Chisinau. 

The posters, which also appeared in 
several other places in Chisinau, were 
put up during the night of 16-17 
September by members of the 
Moldovan branch of the Romanian 
fascist Noua Dreapta (New Right) 
party. This is not the first time ND has 
targeted the Communist Party. On 8 
April, an ND member threw a bottle of 
incendiary fluid through the window 
of one of its offices. 

Apart from its visceral antisemitism 
and homophobia, ND _ is_ bitterly 
opposed to the labour movement and 
Moldovan integrity. One of its main 
aims is the absorption into Romania of 
Moldova and Northern Bukovina, 
which is now part of Ukraine. 

Towards this end, it has expanded its 
activities in the region and even made a 
pact in March with the Russian far- 
right Eurasian Youth Movement to 
“organise an Orthodox revolution and 
destroy Moldovan and Ukrainian 
identities in favour of ‘Greater 
Romania’ and ‘Greater Russia”. 
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ND’s posters in Chisinau were part of 
a nationwide campaign to popularise 
Codreanu and covered several towns 
including Galati, Constanta, Pitesti 
and Targu Mures. The fascists also 
organised a conference and a march to 
commemorate the Iron Guard leader 
in his native city of Iasi in north- 
east Romania. 

Iasi is notorious for its tragic Jewish 
history. In June 1941, the Romanian 
government of Ion Antonescu, Hitler's 
ally, organised a pogrom against the 
Jews, a bloody action symbolising 
the beginning of the Romanian 
Holocaust. More than 13,000 Jews were 
murdered with unspeakable brutality 
because of their alleged collaboration 
with Soviet paratroops and attacks on 
Romanian soldiers. 

The Iasi pogrom mirrored the three- 
day pogrom initiated by the Iron Guard 
in Bucharest in January 1941, in which 
broad sections of the population joined 
Iron Guardists in committing atrocities 
against the Jewish population, killing 
125 people, wrecking shops and 
desecrating synagogues. 

The ideology of the Romanian 
interwar fascist Iron Guard is heavily 
based on Orthodox mysticism (which 
separates it from Italian fascism, for 
example), militant nationalism and 


extreme antisemitism. Socially, the 
movement appealed mainly to peasants, 
as did the Black Hundreds in tsarist 
Russia, but also to students and the 
intelligentsia. 

Before Codreanu got involved in the 
Iron Guard, he led the antisemitic 
movement among students and the pro- 
fascist League of National Christian 
Defence. The pogroms and Iron Guard 
activities followed the wider Romanian 
antisemitism and nationalism in the 
1920s and 1930s, when Jews were 
considered an inassimilable “foreign 
body” and held to blame for the 
country’s economic and social problems. 

Codreanu and Iron Guardism 
continue to inspire fascists in various 
countries, including hardcore groups 
such as the now declining nazi Russian 
National Unity, the Movement 
against Illegal Immigration in Russia 
and National Rebirth of Poland, 
which repeatedly attends Codreanu 
commemorations in Romania. Another 
of his fans is Nick Griffin, leader of the 
British National Party. 

Incredibly, Moldovan school and 
university text books omit the history of 
the gruesome crimes and pogroms 
committed by the Iron Guard, as well as 
the Holocaust itself. Many teachers still 
prefer to follow the History of 
Romanians course originally written 
in the 1990s, which summarises 
approvingly the views of Romanian 
authors of the 1930s. They refuse to 
teach the Integrated History course 
introduced by the government in 2006, 
which combines world and national 
history and does cover the Holocaust 
and the savagery of the Iron Guard. 

Very little is known about the 1941 
pogroms in Romania today. This gap in 
knowledge has resulted in denials of, or 
silence about, the dangers of fascism 
and very weak anti-fascist resistance in 
both Moldovan and Romanian society. 

As a result, posters with images of 
Codreanu can hang in public places for 
many months without being ripped 
down and the media can easily become 
a platform for fascist groups such as 
ND. Likewise, young and supposedly 
democratic politicians such Dorin 
Chirtoaca, the Liberal Party mayor of 
Chisinau, can participate in ND events 
without guilt, even as a former human 
rights activist. 

Chirtoaca symbolises the mixture of 
ignorance, political amnesia and the 


‘denial of fascist crimes prevalent in 


Moldovan society today, the other side 
of the coin to those who plaster the 
image of their bloodstained fascist idol 
all over the place. <q] 


Voters deliver a firm 
‘no’ to far-right parties

THE NAZI National Democratic 
Party (NPD) will receive more 
than €1 million in state funding 
towards its campaign costs 
despite its miserable showing in 
the German elections in . 

September. The NPD will | 
grab the cash injection with 1O as 
both hands because the party Ls a 
is staring into the abyss of ot 
bankruptcy. , 

Neither the NPD nor its far-right rivals, the German 
People’s Party (DVU) and the Republicans (REP), overcame 
the 5% threshold for representation in the federal 
parliament, the Bundestag, or in the regional parliaments 
in Schleswig-Holstein and Brandenburg, elections for 
which were held on the same day. Nationally the NPD won 
1.5%, the DVU 0.1% and the REP 0.4%. 

The only region where the NPD vote increased in the 
national election was North Rhine Westphalia, albeit 
from a relatively low level. On 27 September the fascist 
party took 88,726 votes (0.9%), compared with 80,512 
votes in 2005. The next regional election there will take 
place next May. 

While not even the NPD, the strongest and most active 
of the three far-right parties, had any hope of entering the 
Bundestag, the election in Brandenburg was an important 
test for the far right. The DVU was elected to the 
Brandenburg regional parliament in 1999 and successfully 
prolonged its stay in 2004. And under the “Pact for 
Germany’, the electoral deal cooked up between the NPD 
and DVU in late 2004, it was the DVU that would run in 
Brandenburg in September 2009. 

However, after the DVU’s disastrous performance in this 
year’s European election, the NPD leadership tore up the 
agreement and competed with the DVU in Brandenburg. 
Although the NPD hoped that its better party structure 
and more active followers would produce a good result, it 
only got 2.5%. The DVU, under its new leader Matthias 
Faust, polled a meagre 1.2%. 

The results have driven the party nearly to collapse. 
It has lost not only the money and infrastructure resulting 
from its former parliamentary representation in 
Brandenburg, but also the financial support of its former 
leader, the multi-millionaire Gerhard Frey. 

The much-vaunted strategy of presenting the DVU as a 
“new right” party gained scant support or respect from 
grassroots activists. With its latest results, the DVU is no 
longer an attractive proposition even for those disgruntled 
with developments in the NPD. 

In fact, the NPD is so pleased at the DVU's discomfiture 
that it has announced an open-door policy enabling 
former members of the DVU to join and continue their 
political activities with the NPD. 


rican rit students who 
ambushed nazis

Forty-eight lethal racist assaults were registered in the first 
nine months of 2009, according to the respected Moscow- 
based monitoring organisation, the SOVA Centre. 

The victims are largely people from Central Asia and 
the Caucasus. The violence has persuaded many in these 
communities to behave with caution and_ keep 
themselves to themselves. However, predictably, it has 
also prompted resistance. 

Groups of young men of Caucasian origin are 
increasingly retaliating against their nazi tormentors. 
The police and media have labelled these groups, which 
react to nazi violence rather than initiate attacks, 
“Caucasian skinheads” because their actions have been 
accompanied by calls to “slash the Russian pigs”. 

Last month saw the first court verdict in a case involving 
violent retaliation by anti-nazis. Six members of the 
so-called “Black Hawks” were convicted in Moscow on 
8 October of beating two white teenagers in a racially 
motivated attack. They were imprisoned for terms ranging 
from four to seven years. 

Seven members of the Black Hawks had ambushed 
Feodor Markov, 19, and Pavel Novitsky, 16, in May 2008, 
inflicting serious injuries, after contacting the two young 
nazis over the internet offering to help them solve their 
problems with “non-Russians”. Witnesses said the 
attackers shouted “Allah is great!” and “Kill the Russians!” 
during the assault in which they stabbed their two victims 
on board a Moscow metro carriage. 

All seven of the attackers, who were students and 
were not ethnic Russians, were charged originally, but on 
3 September one of them, Rasul Halilov from Azerbaijan, 
was gunned down near his home while on his way to court. 
An organisation calling itself the Russian Nationalist 
Combat Organisation (BORN) claimed responsibility for 
the killing and denounced the Black Hawks as “drug 
dealers”. Nothing else is known about BORN and nobody 
has been arrested. 

The authorities appear to be following a dual strategy of 
entering into a dialogue with right-wing extremists as well 
as cracking down on them. The Moscow police have set up 
a kind of advisory committee, drawn mainly from the 
police, journalists, human rights activists and church 
representatives, with a “youth council” attached. Among the 
23 people named as committee members are representatives 
of youth organisations from across the political spectrum, 
including the far right. When news of the committee’s 
composition leaked out, it was greeted by public uproar, 
forcing the plan to be shelved for the moment. 

Outside Moscow, far-right violence shows no sign of 
receding. The unexpected boldness of nazi attacks on punk 
concerts in St Petersburg and Samara in September 
indicates that the intensified crackdown on their activities 
has not yet deterred the nazis, who are increasingly 
employing weapons, especially air pistols. 

Meanwhile, far-right organisations have claimed that as 
many as 7,000 people will join the traditional so-called 
Russian March on 4 November. ~=

Islamophobia is no secret 


58% of Americans believe Muslims face alot of discrimination

IN GAINESVILLE, Florida, a 
Christian pastor sent his ten-year old 
daughter to school with the slogan 
“Islam is of the Devil” printed in large 
red block type on the back of her t-shirt. 
The same slogan had been posted on a 
homemade sign outside a nearby 
church. In South Carolina, the words 
“death to Muslims” were marked near an 
entrance to an Islamic Centre. 

In September, the mayor of a small 
town in Tennessee sent an email to city 
employees and others urging them to 
protest at a US postage stamp that 
commemorated Islamic religious 
holidays. “To use this stamp would be a 
slap in the face to all those Americans 
who died at the hands of those who this 
stamp honors,” the message concluded. 
The mayor mistakenly claimed that the 
stamp, first issued in 2001, was ordered 
by President Barack Obama, another in 
a long line of incidents in which the 
president has been described as a 
“Muslim terrorist” or such like. 

At schools, workplaces and in 
courtrooms, there have been conflicts 
over women wearing the hijab. 
Transportation Security Information 
authorities and the Jet Blue airline paid 
$240,000 (£150,000) after a civil 
lawsuit by a legal resident of the United 
States who was kept off a flight from 
New York because he was wearing a 
t-shirt with a slogan in Arabic and 
English. Similar incidents have 
occurred in other cities. The FBI’s 
Uniform Crime Report for 2005, which 
includes a list of bias incidents from 
jurisdictions with appropriate local 
laws, noted 128 anti-Muslim incidents. 

Everything about Muslims in the 
United States is a topic of debate, 
including the actual number of 
believers. In 2001 the City University of 


New York’s American Religious 
Identification Survey counted 1.1 
million, while the Council on 


American-Islamic Relations published 
a study the same year which claimed six 
to seven million Muslims in the United 
States. In 2007 the Pew Forum on 
Religion and Public Life calculated a 
total of 2.7 million Muslims. Of those, 
30% 


were native-born African 
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Americans, 33% were of South Asian 
origin and 25% were of Arab descent. 
The rest were divided between recent 
African arrivals, white converts and 
others. What was undisputed was that 
the greatest concentration of Arab- 
Americans is in the Detroit area. 

The campaign to demonise all 
Muslims because of their faith includes 
an intellectual side. A conference last 
February entitled Preserving Western 
Civilisation drew a number of anti- 
immigrant propagandists and so-called 
scientific racists. As reported by Devin 
Burghart in the April issue of 
Searchlight, attendees were encouraged 
to compare “Islam with Nazism and the 
Koran with Mein Kampf”. 

In the recent past a number of books 
and articles have been published that 
put forward similar arguments. In fact a 
debate has arisen in these ranks. 
One side contends that the Islamic faith 
is not a religion at all, but more akin to 
an anti-modern political ideology, 
inherently prone to aggression and 
genocide. In this view, the Islamic 
civilisations of the past were “parasitic” 
in nature and disappeared after killing 
off their host peoples. The other side of 
this debate says that it is only the 
current incarnation of Islam that has 
produced terrorism and extremism, and 
that it can be reformed, presumably by 
modern-thinking westerners. 

A number of different threads are tied 
up here. The horrors of 11 September 
2001 have produced a non-Muslim 
public that equates the Islamic faith 


with terrorism. Nativist and white 
nationalist organisations, eager to find 
new constituencies and keep the anti- 
foreigner fires burning, have stoked 
these sentiments and brought them to 
bear in the current policy debate over 
immigration reform. 

From a_ different direction, the 
conflicts in the Middle East and Asia 
have induced a second set of concerns, 
fears and biases. Even before the current 
wars in Afghanistan and Iraq, the Gulf 
War in 1991 resulted in multiple 
instances where racist slurs were directed 
against Arabs and bias crimes were 
committed against people who were 
perceived to be Muslim, although in a 
number of cases they were Sikhs or some 
other dark-skinned non-Christian faith. 

This prejudice against Muslims is not 
a secret. One respected nationwide 
survey found that 58% of Americans 
believe Muslims face a lot of 
discrimination in the United States. 
This knowledge can lead to a democratic 
and multicultural strength that will untie 
these multiple knots. Already there is 
hope. In 2006, a black American convert 
to Islam, Keith Ellison, won election to 
the United States Congress from 
Minnesota’s 5th Congressional District. 
He did so with public support from a 
number of Jewish community leaders. 
When asked about “Islamic terrorists”, 
Ellison replied, “Osama bin Laden no 
more represents Islam than Timothy 
McVeigh [convicted in the 1995 
Oklahoma City bombing] represented 
Christianity”. ~
